A piano has been instalkal in tiu' wrajiping de­ 
partment, where the girls are on piece-work, and it is in use con­ 
tinuously during working hours.

AMERIC AN CT I* DEFENDER READY.

With the confidence of her crew unshaken and her b itten hal­ 
yard, which cost her the first lace of the series, repaired, the Res­ 
olute, America’s cup defender, is ready for the second test against 
Shamrock IV, Sir Thomas Lipton’s entry in the international 
yacht races. 
Although the American boat must win three races 
in order to retain possession of the cup which has been held by the 
New York Yacht club since 1861, her admirers are confident of 
the outcome of the series. And even with one race to the credit 
of the British sloop, the Resolute will enter today’s contest on 
even terms in the betting. 
After making the poorest start ever made by a Ripton boat 
since the Irishman has been attempting to win I lack for Great 
Britain the trophy cup, the Shamrock IV crossed the Inn a din­ 
ner in the first race of the year’s series. The British boat was 
accorded the honors as a result of an accident. 
Victor^ seemed 
certain for the American yacht when her rigging collapsed. 
Sir Thomas Ripton, whose sportsmanship characteristics have 
.-jade him a favorite with th*' American people*, was reluctant to 
take* the credit for a victory won on what he termed a fluke 
He 
was willing to have the race sailed over, but the New York Yacht 
club refused to consider such a protest. 
This stand was taken 
because it was recalled that the first Shamrock was forced to with­ 
draw by a broken sail in the race against the Columbia, the Amer­ 
ican sloop, in 1899. 
Americans are confident that the Resolute will be the winner 
in today’s race. 
A defective piece of construction cost the New 
York Yacht club the initial contest, while the Shamrock stood the 
strain of wet canvas and thrashing sea. 
But the series is far 
from the finish. The green boat lias the advantage of one victory 
to her credit, but must win two more contests out of a possible 
maximum of four iii order that Sir Thomas Lipton’s dream of al­ 
most a lifetime may be realized. With ordinary weather, the pre­ 
diction of the United States weather bureau for today’s contest, 
prevailing, the Resolute should prove her supremacy.

MUSK’ AND WORK. 
A good many experiments have been made during the last 
few years with the effects of music upon mind and body. In hos­ 
pitals and sanitariums it has been found usually of beneficial 
effect, and particularly so with the mental sufferers. Brisk music, 
vigorous and highly rhythmic, is found to stimulate, while soft 
and dreamy tmurie, of the nocturne or lullaby type, soothes, quiets, 
often induces sleep. 
Industrial plants have been taking up tile idea with a good deal 
of success- 
The piano used in the recreation room at the lunch 
hour for dancing or for chorus singing has always had a brighten­ 
ing elfect upon the workers. 
It has remained for a great plant in Delaware to carry this idea 
to an extreme, 
A piano has been installed in Ute wrapping de­ 
partment, where the girls are on piece work, and it is in use con­ 
tinuously during working hours. 
Production in this depart.nn ut 
has increased 20 per cent. And the employes have a better time 
while doing more work. Girls in the other departments are begin­ 
ning to clamor for continuous music also. 
Ragtime and jazz, by the way, have been found harmful and 
are banned. Only rolls “of a semi-classical nature” are ii cd, says 
the foreman. 
This sounds like a wonderful discovery, but one who is better 
versed in the elects of music than these girls or the business men 
who employ them is led to wonder whether it has not another side, 
less advantageous in the long run. 
Mulish: so used is a powerful stimulant. 
But like any other 
stimulant, it has its reaction, and is apt to end in jangling the 
nerves of those who must listen to it so steadily. There are laws 
of vibration at work there which are too little understood. 
A half hour of music to start the day could have none but good 
effects. Use of the piano at the lunch hour and for half an horn 
thererJter would be refreshing. 
But the steady grind of tile, 
player must, in time, become extremely wearing. 
It is an experi­ 
ment that may be well watched with interest and without preju-j 
dice. If at the end of a jean the results are still good, then it rn nj 
well be emulated. 
But it would not do to decide upon its merit - 
too quickly.

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AMERICAN CTP DEFENDER READY. 
• 
With the confidence of her crew unshaken anti her broken hal­ 
yard, which cost her the fir.st l ace of the series, repaired, the Res­ 
olute, America’s cup defender, is ready for the second test against 
Shamrock IV, Sir Thomas Lipton’s entry in the international 
yacht races. Although the American boat must win three races 
in order to retain possession of the cup which has been held by the 
New York Yacht club since 1851, lier admirers are confident of 
the outcome of the series. And even with one race to the credit 
of the British sloop, the Resolute will enter today’s contest on 
even terms in the betting. 
After making the poorest start ever made by a Upton boat 
since the Irishman has been attempting to win back for (lr eat 
Britain the trophy cup, the Shamrock IV crossed the line a win­ 
ner in the first race of the year’s series. The British boat was 
accorded the honors as a result of an accident. 
Victor^ seemed 
certain for the American yacht when her rigging collapsed. 
Sir Thomas Upton, whose sportsmanship characteristics have 
Made him a favorite with tho American people, was reluctant to 
take the credit for a victory won on what he termed a fluke 
Ile 
was willing to have the race sailed over, but the New York Yacht 
club refused to consider such a protest. 
This stand was taken 
because it was recalled that the first Shamrock was forced to with­ 
draw by a broken sail in the race against the Columbia, the Amer­ 
ican sloop, in I SOO. 
Americans are confident that the Resolute will be the winner 
in today’s race. 
A defective piece of construction cost the New 
York Y adit club the initial contest, while the Shamrock stood the 
strain of wet canvas and thrashing sea. 
But the series is far 
from the finish. The green boat has the advantage of one victory 
to her credit, but must win two more contests out of a possible 
maximum of four in order that Sir Thomas Lipton’s dream of al­ 
most a lifetime may be realized. With ordinary weather, the pre­ 
diction id’ the United States weather bureau for today’s contest, 
prevailing, the Resolute should prove her supremacy. 


MUSK’ AND WORK. 
A good many experiments have been snuuli* during the last 
few years with the effects of music upon mind and body. In hos­ 
pitals and sanitariums it has been found usually of beneficial 
effect, anti particularly so with tilt1 mental sufferers. Brisk music, 
vigorous and highly rhythmic, is found to stimulate, while soft 
and dreamy music, of the nocturn© or lullaby type, soothes, quiets, 
often induces sleep. 
Industrial plants have been taking lip the idea with a good deal 
of success- The piano used in the recreation room at the lunch 
hour for dancing or for chorus singing has always had a brighten­ 
ing effect upon the workers. 
It has remained for a great plant in Delaware to carry this idea 
to an extreme. 
A piano has been installed in tin- wrapping de­ 
partment, where the girls are on piece-work, and it is in use con­ 
tinuously during working hours. 
Production in this department 
has increased 2b per cent. And the employes have a better time 
while doing more work. Girls in the other departments are begin­ 
ning to clamor for continuous music also. 
Ragtime and jazz, by the way, have been found harmful and 
are banned. Only rolls “of a semi-classical nature’’ are iced, says 
the foreman. 
This sounds like a wonderful discovery, but one who is better 
versed in the effects of music than these girls or the business men 
who employ them is led to wonder whether it has not another side, 
less advantageous in the long run. 
Mulish: so used is a powerful stimulant. 
But like any other 
stimulant, it has its reaction, and is apt to end in jangling the 
nerves of those who must listen to it so steadily. There are laws 
of vibration at work there which are too little understood. 
A half hour of music to start the day could have none but good 
effects. Use of the piano at Hie lunch hour and for half an horn 
theret'Jter would be refreshing.
